Washingto n, Feb. IO (ZP)—A 
pro lo nged struggle between Pres­ 
ident Ro o sevelt and the senate 
o ver the po litically-vital questio n 
o f federal appo intments was in­ 
dicated to day by co ntro versies 
o ver new no minatio ns. 
The chief executive has en­ 
co untered 
senate 
displeasure 
o ver his selectio ns o f a half-do z­ 
en impo rtant o fficials. 
One no minatio n—th at o f Flo yd 
H. Ro berts to be a federal judge 
in Virginia—already has been 
rejected, 72 to 9. The President 
was bluntly critical o f the actio n, 
taken after Senato rs Glass and 
Byrd, Virginia Demo crats, had 
termed the no minatio n “perso n­ 
ally o ffensive.” 
Fo llo wing up a charge by Glass 
that Mr. Ro o sevelt was seeking 
to “purge” the two Virginia sen­ 
ato rs, Byrd said last night the 
judgeship appo intment had been 
made “a vehicle to carry o ut a 
po litical purpo se o f retaliatio n.” 
Referring to the co nstitutio nal 
pro visio n autho rizing the Presi­ 
dent to make certain appo int­ 
ments “by and with the advice 
and co nsent o f the senate,” Byrd 
said: 
“It is well to recall th at the 
po wer o f appo intment to such o f­ 
fices as district judge is a jo int 
po wer divided equally between 
the President and the Senate.”

Vatican City, Feb. IO (ZP)— 
American Cardinals as a gro up 
will take part in the electio n o f 
the next Po pe fo r the first time 
in the histo ry o f the Catho lic 
church. 
This is a co nsequence o f the 
actio n o f Po pe Pius XI, who de­ 
creed th at the time elapsing aft­ 
er the death o f the Po pe m ust be 
a minimum o f 15 days, with three 
days o f grace, o r a maximum o f 
8 days, befo re the co nclave to 
cho o se his successo r begins. 
The late James Cardinal Gib­ 
so ns o f Baltimo re to o k part in 
/he electio n o f Piux X, successo r 
to Leo XIII, so lely because he left 
Baltimo re fo r Ro me during Leo ’s 
illness. 
The pro clamatio n o f the inter­ 
val between the Po ntiff’s death 
and the Co nclave is the result o f 
pro test made by the dean o f 
to e American Cardinals, Wil­ 
liam Cardinal O’Co nnell o f Bo s­ 
to n, fo llo wing the death o f Po pe 
Benedict XV.
